Nguyen Cao Ky will go to Paris 
as over-all coordinator of the 
Saigon delegation, although he 
will not actually sit in on the 
negotiating sessions. 
Thieu said that Ky "is the man 
I rely on to lead the delegation 
to Paris, but he is not the chief 
of the delegation. His role will 
be to coordinate and advise the 


delegation itself." 


Theiu, appearing on television 


and nationwide radio 12 hours 
after his government announced 
it had lifted its boycott of the 
Paris talks, declare: "Talks 
with the Communists do not 
mean peace will be restored 
soon. They will fight while they 
are talking and talk while they 
are fighting."

One of my most grati- 
fying' experiences as a physi- 
cian and as a writer was to 
learn that four children saved 
themselves in a flash fire by 
following their planned safety 
program. 


Any emergency needs con- 


sultation, at least by tele- 
phone with the family doctor. 
If he is not available simple 
rules of treatment should be 
followed until h« later directs 
any changes. 


Small burns are beat treat- 


ed by submerging th« part In 
ice cold water. Running cold 
tap water over the area can 
reduce the inflammation and 
the pair. Don't cover burns 


with thick layers of greasy 
ointments. They serve little 
function and are painful when 
removed. 


Sprains of the ankle fol- 


lowed by swelling are 
best 


treated by rest. The sugges- 
tion that children "walk it off" 
may do more damage to torn 
tissue, muscles and ligaments.

lobster, crab and shrimp, which 
are scavengers of the sea, but 
recoil at eating caterpillar sand 
grasshoppers, 
which feed on 


green plants." 


Taylor, research pathologist 


at the university campus here, 
has been studying for several 
years the food possibilities of 
insects. He lectures on the sub- 
ject and usually winds up by 
frying a batch of wax 
moth 


larvae, sprinkled with salt, and 
offering them around. 


Something New 
To Worry About 


Here's something new to 


worry about: A California physi- 
cist has speculated that the 
sky, as Chicken Little informed 
us so many years ago, may in- 
deed be falling. Or at any rate 
that things are falling from the 
sky—things deadly enough to 
kill. 


What Prof. Fritz Zwicky of 


the California Institute of Tech- 
nology had in mind, he said 
in Geneva, Switzerland, at an 
international 
symposium on 


problems of man in outer space, 
was heavy nucleons in cosmic 
rays, or meteoritic objects. He 
figures that such things might 
be the cause of a number of un- 
explained deaths here and there 
on earth each year. 


THE MATHEMATICS OF WAR 


CAN THO, South Vietnam— 


This city, the capital of Viet- 
nam's rich southern Delta, is a 
particularly 
good 
place to 


measure the course of the war in 
the last 10 months, for two quite 
simple reasons. 
On the one 


hand, the war in the Delta, pre- 
Tet, was just about a standoff. 
And on the other hand, it was 
a strictly Viet Cong war, with 
no North Vietnamese engaged 
anywhere. 


From the Tet "VC offensive" 


onward, however, what may be 
called the mathematics of the 
war has become cruelly un- 
favorable to the enemy. Pre» 
Tet, there were about 50,000 
armed VC in the Delta, includ- 
ing main, local and combat 
guerrilla forces. Today there 
are still about 45,000. But that 
slight drop is a trifling matter 
compared to the real story of 
the past 10 months. 


Since the New Year, to begin 


with, the UC in the Delta have 
had over 30,000 men killed In 
action. Prisoners of war taken 
from them have passed the 6,500 
point. And ralllers have num> 
bered about 6,700, of whom 
about two-thirds have come 
from the enemy's armed forces. 


Add up those terrible figures. 


The attrition rate of VC com. 
batants has been close to 100 
per cent in just 10 months. Nor 
is that the story's end, by any 
means. 


Since the bloody failure of 


third-round offensive in August- 
September—here in the Delta 
indeed, since about the ead of 
August—the enemy has been 
trying to avoid engagement at al- 
most any cost. "Attacks by 
fire," which generally mean a 
few mortar rounds not on tar- 
get, assassinations and kidnap, 
ings, mining of roads and snip- 
ing on canals—these have con. 
tinued, but even such trifling, 
real engagements as ground 
attacks on regional and popular, 
forces outposts have become al- 
most as rare as hen's teeth. 


In the present stage, in short 


this is a "penny packet war." 
Back in 1965 Gen. William West- 
moreland's able operations of. 
ficer of that time, Maj. Gen. 
William DuPuy, was the first 
to employ the phrase, penny 
packet war, and he used to 
wonder whether such a war 
could ever be won. 


Yet in this penny packet war 


in the Delta, in the month of 
October, despite all their ef- 
forts 
to avoid 
engagement, 


above 2,800 VC fell in combat, 
another 815 were taken prison, 
er and there were several hun. 


dred military defectors. Add 
the figures once again. The VC 
attrition rate in the penny packet 
war is still above 100 per cent 
per annum, and the November 
results to date confirm those 
obtained in October. 


It Is fashionable among those 


who hanker for American defeat 
to pooh.pooh such figures, of 
course. The egregious Roger 
Hilsman once announced grand, 
ly that he attached no signili. 
cance to any figures concerning 
this war, except the figures on 
weapons lost and weapons cap. 
tured. Well, then , in October 
last year the ratio was 510 
enemy weapons captured to 251 
of ours lost, and in October 
this year it was 1,086 weapons 
captured to 84 lost. 


More important, there is the 


evidence of North Vietnamese 
replacements. 
In the Upper 


Delta provinces (not included 
in the figures given above be- 
cause they are outside the IV 
Corps area) North Vietnamese 
were 
never used, except as 


cadres, before the second-round 
offensive in May. Those pro- 
vinces also got recruits from 
the Delta itself. 
From June 


onward, however, the main 
forces in the Upper Delta pro. 
vinces have relied almost ex- 
clusively on North Vietnamese 
to fill the gap in their ranks. And 
here in the Delta proper, North 
Vietnamese are already begin- 
ning to be used in Dinh Tuong 
province, once a main VC re- 
cruiting ground. 


In this amorphous war, final- 


ly, the mathematics is what 
counts. The enemy is almost 
everywhere. We are also every, 
where, for the once immune 
base areas of the VC are being 
daily attacked. The prime ques- 
tion is simply whether the VC 
can still be self-re generating 
despite the current attrition 
rate, and with an attrition rate 
above 100 per cent per annum 
it is quite clear that they can. 
not continue to be self-re- 
generating for long. 


That leaves the other ques- 


tion concerning what the Hanoi 
war planners can or will do to 
prevent the whole VC position 
in the vital Delta from begin- 
ning to come apart at the seams. 
To this second question one can. 
not know the answer. But it 
is again quite clear that any 
possible answer must involve 
heavy and quite novel outlays 
oi North Vietnamese manpower, 
which Hanoi has seemingly de- 
cided (or has been compelled) 
to spend with a less ruthlessly 
lavish hand.

HOTDOG HASSLE 


Rodney E. Leonard, boss of 


PEARSON 


the Agriculture Department's 
consumer and Marketing Ser- 
vice, is tussling with one of 
the toughest problems he has 
ever faced — whether to reform 
that great American institution, 
the hotdog. 
The poultry industry wants to 


put about 25 per cent chicken 
meat in it without changing the 
"frank" label. The beef cat- 
tle producers, like a herd of 
their own steers, are bellowing 
their opposition. The consum- 
ers will get their say at public 
hearings soon in Washington, 
Chicago, Denver and Atlanta. 
It's a question that affects the 


whole nation, for more than 8.5 
billion hotdogs are consumed 
annually in the U. S. Under 
present regulations, meats can 
be sold in interstate commerce 
as "frankfurters," "wieners," 
or "bologna" if they consist of 
beef, port, mutton, goat meat, 
fat and a maximum of 3-1/2 
per cent cereal or filler. 


If chicken is included, the 
label —not just the fine print 
_ must read "franks and chick- 
en" or "chicken and hotdogs". 
As a result, poultry produc- 
ers have been yelling discrim- 
ination for years. 


Beef packers themselves are 


somewhat concerned because of 
the declining sources of pro- 
tein for hotdogs. Slaughtered 
dairy cattle Is now a principal 
source, because the meat Is less 
tender than beef cattle and more 
adaptable to franks. But dairy 
herds have 
been 
declining 


steadily. 
"Taste panel tests show that up 


to 25 per cent poultry meat can 
be put into a frankfurter with 
no 
discernible difference in 


taste," Leonard assured this 
column. "But over that amount 
causes a different taste char - 
acteristlc in the product." 
The whole hotdog controversy, 


however, will probably await the 
verdict of President Nixon, who 
is reliably reported to favor 
meatloaf and enchiladas.

One of my m ost g rati­ 
fying experiences as a physi­ 
cian and as a w riter was to 
learn that four children saved 
themselves in a fiash fire by 
following their planned safety 
program .

If he is not available simple 
rules of treatm ent should be 
followed until he later directs 
any changes. 
Small burns are best tre a t­ 
ed by subm erging the p art in 
ice cold water.

with thick layers of greasy 
ointm ents.

The tourniquet is only 
reserved for massive bleeding 
that cannot be controlled by 
direct pressure. If a tourni­ 
quet is used it should be re­ 
leased at regular intervals so 
that the blood circulation to 
the limb is not threatened 
Blisters from burns should 
not be opened. The skin is a 
protective layer that prevents 
infection. A sterilized needle 
can be inserted at the m argin

Need Seen For 
Study O f Insects

IRVINE, Calif. (AP> — As the 
w orld's population increases a 
serious study is needed on the 
possibilities of insects as food 
for humans, says a University' 
of California expert. 
"It is curious," says Dr. Ron­ 
ald Taylor, "that people don't 
mind eating invertebrates like 
lobster, crab and shrimp, which 
are scavengers of the sea, but 
recoil at eating caterpillar sand 
grasshoppers, which feed cm 
green plants." 
Taylor, research pathologist 
at the university campus here, 
has been studying for several 
years the food possibilities of 
insects. He lectures on the sub­ 
ject and usually winds up by 
trying a batch of wax 
moth 
larvae, sprinkled with salt, and 
offering them around.

THE MATHEMATICS OF WAR 
CAN THO, South Vietnam— 
This city, the capital of Viet­ 
nam 's rich southern Delta, is a 
particularly 
good 
place to 
m easure the course of the war in 
the last 10 months, for two quite 
simple reasons. 
On the one 
hand, the war in the Delta, pre- 
Tet, was just about a standoff, 
And on the other hand, it was 
a strictly Viet Cong war, with 
no North Vietnamese engaged 
anywhere. 
From the Tet "VC offensive" 
onward, however, what may be 
called the mathematics of the 
war has become cruelly un­ 
favorable to the enemy. 
Pre- 
Tet, there were about 50,000 
armed VC in the Delta, includ­ 
ing main, local and combat 
guerrilla forces. 
Today there 
are still about 45,000. But that 
slight drop is a trifling matter 
compared to the real story of 
the past 10 months. 
Since the New Year, to begin 
with, the UC in the Delta have 
had over 30,000 men killed In 
action. Prisoners of w ar taken 
from them have passed the 6,500 
point. 
And ralliers have num­ 
bered about 6,700, oí whom 
about 
two-thirds 
have come 
from the enemy's armed forces. 
Add up those terrible figures. 
The attrition rate of VC com­ 
batants has been close to 100 
per cent in just 10 months. Nor 
Is that the story's end, by any 
means. 
Since the bloody failure of 
third-round offensive inAugust- 
September—here in the Delta 
indeed, since about the end of 
August—the enemy 
has been 
trying to avoid engagement at al­ 
most any cost. "A ttacks by 
fire ," which generally mean a 
few m ortar rounds not on tar­ 
get, assassinations and kidnap- 
ings, mining of roads and snip­ 
ing on canals—these have corw 
tinued, but even such trifling, 
real engagements as ground 
attacks on regional and popular- 
forces outposts have become al­ 
most as rare as hen's teeth. 
In the present stage, in short 
this is a "penny packet w ar." 
Back in 1965 Gen. William W est 
mor eland’s able operations of­ 
ficer of that time, Maj. Gen. 
William DuPuy, was the first 
to employ the phrase, penny 
packet war, and he used to 
wonder whether such a war 
could ever be won. 
Yet in this penny packet war 
in the Delta, in the month of 
October, despite all their ete 
forts 
to avoid 
engagement, 
above 2,800 VC fell in combat, 
another 815 were taken prison* 
er and there were several hun* 


dred military defectors. 
Add 
the figures once again. The VC 
attrition rate in the penny packet 
war is still above 100 per cent 
per annum, and the November 
results to date confirm those 
obtained in October. 
It is fashionable among those 
who hanker for American defeat 
to pooh-pooh such figures, of 
course. 
The egregious Roger 
Hilsman once announced grand­ 
ly that he attached no signifi­ 
cance to any figures concerning 
this war, except tie figures on 
weapons lost and weapons cap­ 
tured. 
Well, then , in October 
last year the ratio was 510 
enemy weapons captured to 251 
of ours lost, and in October 
this year it was 1,086 weapons 
captured to 84 lost.

To bring in the 
entire staff at one time would 
completely disrvpt the opera­ 
tions of the White House. 
Among the first who were call - 
ed in for a presidential farewell 
were the White House telephone 
operators. Since Lyndon John­ 
son is without doubt the most 
telephoning 
President in his­ 
tory, he had an especially warm 
feeling for them. 
When the light flashes on the 
White House switchboard in­ 
dicating that the President has 
picked up his phone, the oper­ 
ators jump. But lately som e­ 
one else has been using the 
President’s private phone. Al­ 
ready picking up the LBJ habit, 
grandson Lyn loves to get hold 
of the telephone keyboard in his 
grandfather’s office and punch 
it at random. 
No other person in the White 
House —in fact no other person 
in the United States — would 
dare manipulate the telephone 
keyboard of the President. How - 
ever, little Lyn, not yet aware 
of his special prerogative, has 
a wonderful time punching it. 
The President, in saying good­ 
bye to the telephone operators, 
thanked them for their forbear­ 
ance with Lyn. He also thanked 
them for handling his telephone 
calls at all hours of the night 
and early morning. He has had 
the habit of getting up at 3 a.m. 
to check on developments in 
South Vietnam. And he has call­ 
ed members of his staff as early 


as 6 a.m. (even earlier on rare 
occasions). 
" I don’t know of anyone who 
could have handled my calls 
more efficiently and more pa­ 
tiently than you have, ’ ’ the Pres • 
ident told the White House op­ 
erators. "I shall miss you. 
The White House operators, 
headed by Beverly Cole, said 
they would miss him too. 
BACK TO JUNKETING 
Some Congressmen who are 
extolling the virtues of America 
in the recent campaign seem­ 
ed in an awful hurry to get 
away from America after the 
election. They are back at their 
custom of junketing hither and 
yon at taxpayer expense. 
One of the plushiest trips of all 
is taking five Republican and 
three Democratic members of 
the House Foreign Affairs Com­ 
mittee to the Far East. 
They will visit Japan, Korea, 
China, Singapore, Malaysia, In­ 
donesia, Australia, and — you 
guessed it — Hong Kong, that 
fabulous cut-rate shopping ba­ 
zaar, which is the biggest stop 
for all visiting politicians in 
that part of the world. 
Those making the 
trip are 
Democrats Edward Roybal of 
California and L. H. Fountain of 
North Carolina, and Republi­ 
cans Ross Adair, Ind., Peter

However, the 
committee fails to add that it 
also will provide them with a de­ 
luxe vacation most taxpayers 
could not afford. 


the Agriculture Department’s 
consumer and Marketing Ser­ 
vice, is tussling with one of 
the toughest problems he ha3 
ever faced — whether to reform 
that great American institution, 
the hotdog. 
The poultry industry wants to 
put about 25 per cent chicken 
meat in it without changing the 
"frank” label. The beef cat­ 
tle producers, like a herd oi 
their own steers, are bellowing 
their opposition. The consum­ 
ers will get their say at public 
hearings soon in Washington, 
Chicago, Denver and Atlanta. 
It’s a question that affects the 
whole nation, for more than 8.5 
billion hotdogs are consumed 
annually in the U. S. Under 
present regulations, m eats car 
be sold In Interstate commerce 
as "frankfurters,” "w ieners,” 
or "bologna” If they consist oi 
beef, port, mutton, goat meat, 
fat and a maximum of 3-1/5 
per cent cereal or filler. 
If chicken is Included, the 
label —not just the fine prim 
— must read "franks and chick­ 
en” or "chicken and hotdogs” 
As a result, 
poultry produc­ 
ers have been yelling discrim - 
ination for years. 


HOTDOG HASSLE 
Rodney E. Leonard, boss of 


Beef packers themselves arc 
somewhat concerned because oi 
the declining sources of pro- 
tein for hotdogs. Slaughterec 
dairy cattle Is now a principal 
source, because the meat is less 
tender than beef cattle and mort 
adaptable to franks. But dairj 
herds have 
been 
declining 
steadily. 
"T aste panel tests show that ig 
to 25 per cent poultry meat car 
be put into a frankfurter wltt 
no 
discernible difference ir 
taste,” Leonard assured this 
column. "But over that amount 
c a u s e s a different taste char - 
act eristic in the product.” 
The whole hotdog controversy 
however, will probably await th< 
verdict of President Nixon, wh< 
is reliably reported to favoi 
meatloaf and enchiladas. 


More important, there is the 
evidence of North Vietnamese 
replacements. 
In the Upper 
Delta provinces (not included 
in the figures given above be­ 
cause they are outside the IV 
Corps area) North Vietnamese 
were 
never 
used, except as 
cadres, before the second-round 
offensive in May. 
Those pro­ 
vinces also got recruits from 
the Delta itself. 
From June 
onward, 
however, 
the 
main 
forces in the Upper Delta pro­ 
vinces have relied almost ex­ 
clusively on North Vietnamese 
to fill the gap in their ranks. And 
here in the Delta proper, North 
Vietnamese are already begii* 
ning to be used in Dlnh Tuong 
province, once a main VC re­ 
cruiting ground.

In this amorphous war, final­ 
ly, the mathematics is what 
counts. 
The enemy is almost 
everywhere. We are also every­ 
where, for the once immune 
base areas of the VC are being 
daily attacked. The prime ques­ 
tion is simply whether the VC 
can still be self-regenerating 
despite the current attrition 
rate, and with an attrition rate 
above 100 per cent per annum 
it is quite clear that they caiw 
not continue 
to be 
self-re­ 
generating for long. 


That leaves the other ques­ 
tion concerning what the Hanoi 
war planners can or will do to 
prevent the whole VC position 
in the vital Delta from begin­ 
ning to come apart at the seams. 
To this second question one car* 
not know the answer. 
But it 
Is again quite clear that any 
possible answer must involve 
heavy and quite novel outlays 
ol North Vietnamese manpower, 
which Hanoi has seemingly de­ 
cided (or has been compelled) 
to spend with a less ruthlessly 
lavish hand.

THE MATHEMATICS OF WAR 
CAN THO, South V ietnam - 
This city, the capital of Viet» 
nam’s rich southern Delta, is a 
particularly 
good 
place to 
measure the course of the war in 
the last 10 months, for two quite 
sim ple reasons. 
On the one 
hand, the war in the Delta, pre» 
Tet, was just about a standoff. 
And on the other hand, It was 
a strictly Viet Cong w ar, with 
no North Vietnamese engaged 
anywhere. 
From the Tet "VC offensive" 
onward, however, what may be 
called the mathematics of the 
war has become cruelly un­ 
favorable to the enemy. 
Pre- 
Tet, there were about 50,000 
armed VC in the Delta, includ­ 
ing main, local and combat 
guerrilla forces. 
Today there 
are still about 45,000. But that 
slight drop is a trifling matter 
compared to the real story of 
the past 10 months. 
Since the New Year, to begin 
with, the UC in the Delta have 
had over 30,000 men killed in 
action. Prisoners of w ar taken 
from them have passed the 6,500 
point. 
And ralliers have num­ 
bered about 6,700, of whom 
about two-thirds 
have come 
from the enemy's arm ed forces. 
Add up those terrible figures. 
The attrition rate of VC com­ 
batants has been close to 100 
per cent in just 10 months. Nor 
is that the story's end, by any 
means. 
Since the bloody failure of 
third-round offensive in August- 
September—here in the Delta 
indeed, since about the end of 
August—the enemy 
has been 
trying to avoid engagement at al­ 
most any cost. "A ttacks by 
fire ,” which generally mean a 
few mortar rounds not on tar­ 
get, assassinations and kidnap- 
ings, mining of roads and snip­ 
ing on canals—these have con­ 
tinued, but even such trifling, 
real engagements as ground 
attacks on regional and popular- 
forces outposts have become al­ 
most as rare as hen's teeth. 
In the present stage, in short 
this is a "penny packet w ar." 
Back in 1965 Gen. William West­ 
moreland's able operations of­ 
ficer of that time, Maj. Gen. 
William DuPuy, was the first 
to employ the phrase, penny 
packet war, and he used to 
wonder whether such a war 
could ever be won. 
Yet In this penny packet war 
in the Delta, in the month of 
October, despite all their e& 
forts 
to avoid 
engagement, 
above 2,800 VC fell In combat, 
another 815 were taken prison- 
er and there were several hurw 


dred m ilitary defectors. 
Add 
the figures once again. The VC 
attrition rate in the penny packet 
war is still above 100 per cent 
per annum, and the November 
results to date confirm those 
obtained In October. 
It Is fashionable among those 
who hanker for American defeat 
to pooh-pooh such figures, of 
course. 
The egregious Roger 
Hilsman once announced grand­ 
ly that he attached no signifi­ 
cance to any figures concerning 
this war, except tie figures cm 
weapons lost and weapons cap­ 
tured. 
Well, then , in October 
last year the ratio was 510 
enemy weapons captured to 251 
of ours lost, and in October 
this year it was 1,086 weapons 
captured to 84 lost.

Beef packers themselves are 
somewhat concerned because of 
the declining sources of pro­ 
tein for hotdogs. Slaughtered 
dairy cattle Is now a principal 
source, because the meat Is less 
tender than beef cattle and more 
adaptable to franks. But dairy 
herds have 
been 
declining 
steadily. 
“Taste panel tests show that up 
to 25 per cent poultry meat can 
be put into a frankfurter with 
no 
discernible 
difference in 
taste," Leonard assured this 
column. “ But over that amount 
c a u s e s a different taste char- 
acterlstlc In the product." 
The whole hotdog controversy, 
however, will probably await the 
verdict of President Nixon, who 
Is reliably reported to favor 
me at loaf and enchiladas. 


More Important, there is the 
evidence of North Vietnamese 
replacem ents. 
In the Upper 
Delta provinces (not included 
in the figures given above be­ 
cause they are outside the IV 
Corps area) North Vietnamese 
were 
never 
used, except as 
cadres, before the second-round 
offensive in May. 
Those pro­ 
vinces also got recruits from 
the Delta Itself. 
From June 
onward, 
however, 
the 
main 
forces in the Upper Delta pro* 
vlnces have relied almost ex­ 
clusively on North Vietnamese 
to fill the gap in their ranks. And 
here in the Delta proper, North 
Vietnamese are already begirt 
ning to be used in Dinh Tuong 
province, once a main VC re­ 
cruiting ground. 


In this amorphous war, final­ 
ly, the mathematics is what 
counts. 
The enemy is almost 
everywhere. We are also every­ 
where, for the once immune 
base areas of the VC are being 
daily attacked. The prime ques­ 
tion is simply whether the VC 
can still be self-regenerating 
despite the current attrition 
rate, and with an attrition rate 
above 100 per cent per annum 
it Is quite clear that they can­ 
not continue 
to be 
self-re­ 
generating for long. 


That leaves the other ques­ 
tion concerning what the Hanoi 
war planners can or will do to 
prevent the whole VC position 
in the vital Delta from begin­ 
ning to come apart at the seam s. 
To this second question one cate 
not know the answer. But it 
Is again quite clear that any 
possible answer must involve 
heavy and quite novel outlays 
oí North Vietnamese manpower, 
which Hanoi has seemingly de­ 
cided (or has been compelled) 
to spend with a less ruthlessly 
lavish hand.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — The 


United States is making another 
effort this year to get Christmas 
packages to hundreds of Ameri- 
cans held prisoner in North 
Vietnam. 
An effort also is being made 
to get holdiay packages to the 82 
Pueblo crewmen held in North 
Korea. 
But Pentagon officials indicat- 
ed today they are not optimistic 
the packages will get through. 


"The families have been told 
that there is no assurance that 
such packages will be deliv- 
ered," the Defense Department 
said. "Last year North Vietnam 
refused 
to accept Christmas 


packages and returned them to 
the senders." 
As of last report, 336 Ameri- 
can servicemen were listed as 
captured or interned in the Viet- 
nam war, plus 876 men missing 
In action. There also are the 
Pueblo crewmen captured when 
their intelligence 
ship was 


seized of North Korea last 
Jan. 23. 
Officials 
acknowledged, "we 


don't really know how many 
Americans are held prisoner in 
North Vietnam" 
because the 


Hanoi regime has not permitted 
Red Cross or other visits to men 
held prisoner, or any other con- 
tacts. 
Officials said they feel a "con- 
siderable number of the missing 
have been captured." 


Officials said all but seven or 
eight of 400 packages were re- 
turned last year, most stamped 
as unacceptable by the North 
Vietnamese postal service.

Hayakawa came to San Fran- 
cisco State from the University 
of Chicago in 1955.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 
United States is making another 
effort this year to get Christmas 
packages to hundreds of Ameri­

An effort also is being made 
to get holdiay packages to the 82 
Pueblo crewmen held in North 
Korea. 
But Pentagon officials indicat­ 
ed today they are not optimistic 
the packages will get through. 
“ The families have been told 
that there is no assurance that 
such packages will be deliv­ 
ered,*• the Defense Department 
said. “ Last year North Vietnam 
refused 
to accept Christmas 
packages and returned them to 
the senders.*' 
As of last report, 336 Ameri­ 
can servicemen were listed as 
captured or interned in the Viet- 
nam war, plus 876 men missing 
In action. There also are the 
Pueblo crewmen captured when 
their Intelligence 
ship 
was 
seized of North Korea 
last 
Jan. 23. 
Officials acknowledged, “ we 
don't really know how many 
Americans are held prisoner in 
North Vietnam'* 
because the 
Hanoi regime has not permitted 
Red Cross or other visits to men 
held prisoner, or any other con­ 
tacts. 
Officials said they feel a “ con­ 
siderable number of the missing 
have been captured.'* 
Officials said all but seven or 
eight of 400 packages were re ­ 
turned last year, most stamped 
as unacceptable by the North 
Vietnamese postal service.

channels. A somewhat different 
channel is planned this year, but 
officials declined to be specific.

Before going to bed on Christ­ 
mas Eve the youngest member 
of the household traditionally 
lights the tall Christmas cand­ 
le which is left lighted in the 
window and is a source of cheer 
to the late traveler. The candle 
recalls the weary search of 
Mary and Joseph for a room to 
shelter the infant Christ. 


Midnight Mass draws large 
crowds in the cities and towns 
but is not general in country 
districts where the first Mass 
at dawn is regarded as the 
Christmas Mass by the congre­ 
gation. 
The Christmas dinner is pre­ 
sided over by the parents or 
grandparents, 
surrounded by 
the children who have claimed 
their toys from the stocking at 
the foot of the bed or from the 
Christmas tree.

Drs. Saburo Sujjie and Tatsu« 


zo Tanabe, who developed the 
camera, have used it on five pa. 
tients since July, the first time 
such a device is believed to 
have been used on human beings. 
Previously, it has been used 
only in test on animals. 


Before the camera's develop- 


ment the only methods to exam- 
ine a patients's heart was by x» 
ray or by inserting catheters 
during the preliminary phases 
of open heart surgery.

Long Lines Of Smugglers Push 
Laden Bikes Into South Vietnam

B A V E T , 
Cambodia 
(AP)— 


From the distance they look like 
a giant centipede, slowly crawl - 
Ing through the tidy, green pad- 
dies along Route 1 toward the 
border. 
Two 
hundred 
yards 
from 


the Cambodian and Vietnamese 
b o r d e r posts, the centipede 
turns left, moves along the out- 
posts' fences and bunkers and 
crosses on a paddy dike into 
South Vietnam. The Border is 
marked with two cement blocks 
right and left of the dike. Then 
it disappears in a hamlet of a 
score of long, thatched-roofed 
huts. 
These are smugglers pushing 
frail bicycles, laden with sacks 
of Cambodian rice, into Viet- 
nam. 
Occasionally the column stops 
in the shade of a cluster of palm 
trees and the smugglers wipe 
their 
sweatstained 
peasant 


laces. Then they move on. Few- 
words are spoken and nobcly 
seems to be in charge as they 
follow each other's footsteps 
along the trail into the smug- 
gling center on the South Viet- 
namese side of the border. 
Some of the smugglers cover 
themselves with small mats of 
rice straw or reeds as they ap- 
proach the border. These cover 
the man, his rice load and bi- 
cycle like a tent — good pro- 
tection against the scorching 
sun and also, If needed, against 
the occasional American heli- 
copter 
that scouts the border. 


Returning to Cambodia, the 
smugglers travel alone or in 
small groups. Their mats are 
folded and the loads are much 
lighter. Some clutch onlyabun- 
dle of Cambodian money. 


Others carry American post- 
excharge 
goods — uniforms, 


combat rations, canned candy 
or soap powder. One woman 


had a plastic doll on the rack of 
her bike — payment and barter 
for the smuggling services ren- 
dered. 
Most of the rice smuggled 
across the border will go to the 
troops of the Viet Cong. Some 
will end up in the Saigon mar- 
ket, where Vietnamese house- 
wives 
prefer 
Cambodian to 


American rice. 
U. S, officials in Saigon claim 
that at least 100,000 tons of rice 
reached the Viet Cong from 
Camtodia within the last year. 
Through October the kingdom 
exported 246,196 tons of milled 
rice. Cambodian sources con- 
tend the loss to smuggling was

to 40,000 tons than to 


100,000. 


The rice farmers and the men 
and women pushing the bikes 
down Route 1 do not know who 
will finally get the rice. They 
only know that the Vietnamese 
and their undercover agents in 
Cambodia pay nearly double the 
price that Cambodia pays with- 
in its nationalized rice trade.

Long Lines O f Smugglers Push 
Loden Bikes Into South Vietnam

From the distance they look like 
a giant centipede, slowly crawl­ 
ing through the tidy, green pad­ 
dies along Route 1 toward the 
border. 
Two 
hundred 
yards 
from 
the Cambodian and Vietnamese 
b o r d e r posts, the centipede 
turns left, moves along the out - 
posts' fences and bunkers and 
crosses on a paddy dike into 
South Vietnam. The jorder is 
marked with two cement blocks 
right and left of the dike. Then 
it disappears in a hamlet of a 
score of long, thatched-roofed 
huts. 
These are smugglers pushing 
frail bicycles, laden with sacks 
of Cambodian rice, into Viet­ 
nam. 
Occasionally the column stops 
in the shade of a cluster of palm 
trees and the smugglers wipe 
their 
sweatstained 
peasant 
faces. Then they move on. Few 
words are spoken and nobdy 
seems 
to be in charge as they 
follow each other’s footsteps 
along the trail into the sm ug­ 
gling center on the South Viet­ 
namese side of the border. 
Some of the smugglers cover 
themselves with small mats of 
rice straw or reeds as they ap­ 
proach the border. These cover 
the man, his rice load and bi­ 
cycle like a tent - good pro­ 
tection against the scorching 
sun and also, if needed, against 
the occasional American heli­ 
copter 
that scouts the border. 
Returning to Cambodia, the 
smugglers travel alone cr in 
small groups. Their ww-s 
folded and the loads are much 
lighter. Some clutch only a bun­ 
dle of Cambodian money. 
Others carry American post- 
excharge 
goods — uniforms, 
combat rations, canned candy 
or soap powder. One woman 


had a plastic doll on the rack of 
her bike — payment and barter 
for the smuggling services ren­ 
dered. 
Most of the rice smuggled 
across the border will go to the 
troops of the Viet Cong. Some 
will end up in the Saigon m ar­ 
ket, where Vietnamese house­ 
wives 
prefer 
Cambodian to 
American rice. 
U. S. officials In Saigon claim 
that at least 100,000 tons of rice 
reached the 
Viet Cong from 
Cambodia within the last year. 
Through October the kingdom 
exported 246,196 tons of milled 
rice. Cambodian sources con­ 
tend the loss to smuggling was 
closer 
to 40,000 tons than to 
100,000. 


The rice farm ers and the men 
and women pushing the bikes 
down Route 1 do not know who 
will finally get the rice. They 
only know that the Vietnamese 
and their undercover agents In 
Cambodia pay nearly double the 
price that Cambodia pays with­ 
in its nationalized rice trade. 
There are open markets at 
least half a dozen places along 
the 
southeastern 
border of 
Cambodia. 
New 
Toanlop village in T a- 
keo 
Province, 
opposite 
the 
South Vietnamese province of 
Chau Doc in the Seven Mount­ 
ains area, a cattle drive Is made 
across the border twice a month 
to Vietnamese m arkets. Ciga­ 
rettes, chinaware from Com­ 
munist China, medicinAs pro­ 
duced or imported into Cam­ 
bodia and marijuana also pour 
across the border to Vietna­ 
mese markets.

By JACK MILLER 
WASHINGTON CAP) -T h e D e ­ 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare has launched its 
second major program in two 
weeks—this one aimed at pro­ 
viding legal aid for poor peo­ 
ple with such problems as di­ 
vorce, eviction or bill col­ 
lections.

will be up to the incoming ad­ 
ministration of Richard M.Nix­ 
on to oversee its actual start, 
unless the new administration 
scraps it beforehand. 
Cohen was asked if he expects 
the legal aid program to survive 
the change in administrations. 
His reply was to note the pro­ 
gram was carefully prepared 
and had the endorsement of the 
American Bar Association, 
The legal aid program supple­ 
ments a $94.5 million program 
sponsored by the Office of Eco­ 
nomic Opportunity, mainly in 
the cities.

100,000.

Cambodian government 
says it is doing its best to c u r­ 
tail smuggling, but lacks enough 
police. The government also has 
said: “ Despite all allied con­ 
trols in Vietnam an important 
portion of American products 
and m aterials unloaded on the 
Saigon docks finds it way into 
the regions administered by the 
National Liberation F ront.’» 
The Viet Cong control most of 
the black markets along the 
border and they seem to profit 
the most. But many local South 
Vietnamese authorities along 
the border who benefit from 
smuggling have made local a r­ 
rangements and frequently ig­ 
nore the Viet Cong’s involve­ 
ment. 
If 
U. S. 
military 
intelli­ 
gence 
reports are correct, 
regular North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong battalions have many 
base comps on the border or 
just inside Cambodia a few 
miles from the market places 
and use them to resupply the 
bases. 
A 
recent

telligence 
listing 
shows 
at 
least 12 such encampments in 
the Cambodian border districts 
generally west of Saigon. These 
camps are away from popula­ 
tion centers In secret, isolated 
locations.

Little gifts await your Christ- 


mas callers, nestled in the pret-

Fashion the sleigh youiself — 
you'll need 
only cardboard, 


coi rugated 
paper, 
masking 


tape and Marvalon 
adhesive

Using heavy cardboard, draw 


the outline of a sleigh, forget- 
ting about the "cut outs" in the 
runners. Your sleigh should be 
all one piece, as large as you 
like. About 12 inches high and 
22 inches long is a good rule of 
thumb.

Eight or 
nine inches is a good width 
Cut the length long enough to 
leach from one tip of the 
sleigh to the other, allowing 
for the "dip," almost down to 


the cut outs. 


Before assembling the sleigh, 


covei all paits with adhesive 
covering in a pattern to com- 
plement youi loom Mai\alon 
is an excellent choice . . It 
"sticks" easily and if you make 
a mistake or change your mind, 
you can peel it off and le- 
apply it. 


Choose a pattern for the 


sleigh, trimming the runneis 
with solid tone adhesive cover- 
ing. If you like, add gold braid 
as a trim along the edge. 


After covering the cardboard 


sides, cover both sides of the 
corrugated paper with adhesive 
covering. 


Assemble the sleigh 
with 


masking tape, attaching the 
inside to the two sides. Follow 
the lines of the sleigh's sides, 
"dipping" the inside so that it 
will hold small gifts and green- 
ery- 
Tape the pieces firmly 


and they'll hold together all 
through the Christmas season.
